The marine ways and shops where 
this firm operate are on the Indian re¬ 
serve and not far from the bridge. A 
large business is done In small shipbuild¬ 
ing and repairing work. A business of 
this hind requires constant communica¬ 
tion with the city, and this they have been 
in the habit of getting by means of the 
railway bri dg e . Now. h owever, since the 
new regulations have been In force they 
have had to send around the other way. 
with the result that work which formerly 
occupied five minutes now takes an hour. 

Speaking of the situation this morning, 
Mr. Turpei said that the effect of the 
regulation If enforced against him would 
have the effect of almost driving him out 
of business.

A wireless report was received this 
morning from ths royal mall steamer 
Empress of China, bound to this port 
with passengers and malls from the 
Orient.
